Cigar e tt e s are manufactur e d using modified automat e d cigar e tt e making 
apparatus. Thos e Ceigarettes possess are manufactured having smokable rods having with paper 
wrapping materials having additive materials applied thereto as patterns. The additive materials^ 
which can hav e th e forms of liquid or past e formulations ( e .g., aqueous formulations 
incorporating starch or modifi e d starch), are can be applied to a continuous , moving paper web 
on the a cigarette making apparatus . Th e formulation is applied to th e papor w e b using 
application apparatus possessing four rollers^T-and Oene of thos e rollers has a series of pockets m 
its roll fac e to receive additive formulation from a r e s e rvoir and to define the pattern of the 
formulation on the paper. For example, additive mat e rial located in th e r e c e ss e d pock e ts of a 
first roll e r is transf e rr e d in a controll e d manner to th e roll face of a s e cond roll e r in roll contact 
vnth that first roller; and th e additiv e mat e rial on th e roll fac e of th e second roll e r is transf e rr e d 
to d e sir e d locations on th e surfac e of the pap e r w e b. Th e formulation also can b e appli e d to a 
continuous moving pap e r w e b using an application apparatus poss e ssing four roll e rs. Fer 
e xampl e , The additive material is can be applied to the roll fac e of a transfer roller du e to in roll 
interaction of that transfer roller with a pick-up roller.j Rfoll interaction of the transfer roller with 
an application roller causes transfer of the additive material from the transfer roller to the 
application roller^i-Mid Aadditive material fi-om the application roller is can be transferred to the 
paper web that passes between the application roller and a back-up roller. A radiant dryer is can 
be used to dry the additive material that has b ee n applied to the paper web. Th e radiant dry e r is 
locat e d on on e compon e nt of a two compon e nt ass e mbly that is us e d to manufactur e cigar e tt e s. 
A first compon e nt of th e two compon e nt ass e mbly provides a sourc e of papor w e b, apphes 
additive material to that w e b in a patt e rn and dri e s the papor w e b; while a second compon e nt 
r e ceives tho paper web, suppli e s tobacco fill e r and manufactur e s a cigar e tte rod fi'om th e pap e r 
w e b and tobacco fill e r. Sp e otrom e tric t e chniqu e s ar e used to ensur e proper registration of th e 
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additiv e mat e rial on th e cigar e tt e rods so manufaotur e d, and to e nsur e proper qualit)^ of thooo 
cigar e tt e s. 
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
